Typhoid tVvf'i- is a 
rural disease; typhoid fever patients aio fro- 
qnently found on farms where green 
vegatiblcaare cnilivated f 01 market; and, in 
some loealitiee at least thepreetiee ia prevalent 
of using havan excreta as fortiltaer to forte 
the growth of vegetables that are intendei to 
l>e eaten raw. 

To determine thefaclotp responsible for the 
spread of typhoid fever, it is highly important 
to determine licw long the typhoiil germ can 
live under natural conditions. lu recent years 
a number of investigators, working under 
different conditions, have recovered this 
orgaaiero from prevtontly contaminated toil 
after vaiylag periods op to fifty days, and 
Mafr regained the. organism after eighty*four 
days from soil iaeloeed by glass and molstore 
added. Siaee the longevity of the typhoid 
bacillus in nnsteriieed water ranges from seven 
to thirty days, it would seem that the soil 
might servo as a reservoir of ic faction to the 
iitream whicli drains it. 

The latest work on this nubject is reported 
by Crrki., who conducted e.rperintents both 
within doors and in the open air, with exposure 
to rain and ennlight. The typhoid oi^anism 
was carried up from the soil by tbe growing 
planta, and on repeated examination th^ 
organisms were recovered from tbe leaves 
and stems up to thirty*one days. A leaf of 
lettuce from an infected l)ed yieldcl positive 
I'ultiiros after three washings, thtn indicstiug 
that rainfall wdl not free vegetables fioni in- 
fected material. These lesolts have practical 
sicnifinanoe in view of the insanitary conditions 
on many fatms. Tbe demand for fresh vege* 
tables being so great and the means cf trans* 
portation so rapid, vegetablee grown in one 
section may be shipped great distances and used 
by large numbers of persons. There is danger of 
tbe transmission of typhoid fever by this means. 
The Journal of the American Meoical Associa* 
tion thinks that the inspection of truck larmn 
would be advisable, and permits for the cid- 
tivation of vegetables for public sale might 
properly be withheld from all farms on which 
mproper methods of feitiliaing are practice(^.
